POWER SUPPLIES??? 
(Don't trust what you've got!) 
by Sherm Waterman 


My system had consisted of a daily 
QL with MINERVA (1.92) ROM; a 
backup QL with MGUS ROM/Tom Bent 
modified; two original QL power 
supplies, one for daily use and one 
for backup; GOLD CARD; two 3 1/2" 
double ED drives and two 5 1/4" 
QDDS drives. 


For several years I ran my system 
with the original QL power supply 
that came with my initial purchase. 


. All of a sudden, one day, it melted. 


Having purchased, at the CATSFest 
three years аро, two other QL 
power supplies for $4.00 each to 
keep in reserve, І plugged one of 
them in and it powered my system 
for two years. 


The one thing that had always 
bothered me,::though, was screen 
flutter in the bottom half of the 
Screen. I had tried to shield every- 
thing, but the flutter persisted. 
learned to live. with it. 


АП of a sudden a computer problem 
reared its ugly head! I blew the 
8301 chip on my everyday QL. It 
was suggested that perhaps the 
power supply contributed to a 
surge and I should try my backup 
computer with my remaining backup 
power supply. | 


My backup computer had a hard 
wired 512K additional memory built 
in and I was afraid to use it with 
GOLD CARD, not knowing how this 
additional memory would react with 
GOLD CARD. [Won't with version 1 
Gold Card. Will with ver 2 (red). Ed] 


No way would I put my GOLD CARD 
at risk! So I borrowed a QL from 
Peter Hale to keep me up and 
running.

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POWER SUPPLIES (cont from р. 4) 

I dragged out my $4.00 backup QL 
power supply, plugged in the GOLD 
CARD and expected everything to 
continue as normal. 


One of the first things I tried to do 
was to get a document printout. 


Everything ran, all printer lights 
lit, things hummed but NOTHING 
PRINTED! What the H--- was this? 


I powered down, plugged in шу 
first power supply and, voila, my 
document was printed with no 
problems. It seems that the second 
power supply was not putting out 
enough to power all the peripherals. 


This leads me to believe that either 
my backup power supply was faulty 
in the first place or had deter- 
iorated over time. CHECK YOURS! 


I sent both of my computers off to 
Dan Elioll at Computer Classics,

for repair and modification for the 
Adam/Coleco power supply. 


As of this writing, my two 
computers and new power supply 
are two days old. The computers 
were returned cleaned up ала 
without a speck of dust showing. 
Doth computers have been .tested 
with GOLD CARD and 'are running 
perfectly. The Adam/Coleco power 
supply has eliminated. my screen 
flutter and, with fingers crossed, I 
say "Thanks, Peter" and "Thanks 
Dan СШоії"!

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A SHORT LECTURE 
WITH SOME EXPERIMENTS FOR YOU 
TO TRY 


(or ONE MAN'S JOURNEY) 
by Hugh Howie 


The first thing I want to make clear 
is that this little bit of a lecture is 
not for the guru, but rather for the 
many who have never really tried a 
lot of the TK2 tricks available. I do 
not know them all myself. So let's 
get on with the job and try a few. 


WARNING —-— 
The following experiments may entail 
the changing of various components, 
such as Curana and TK2 and Trump 
Card, but is not essential, just so 
that you understand what is going 
on. So I must reissue the warning 
that every time a component change 
is made, the QL system should be 
shut down entirely, and restarted 
from scratch. 


Don't worry if you do not have all 
the add-ons I mention, just 
experiment with what you do have 
and I am sure you will find 
something ‘of interest somewhere. 
Good Luck. 


#595555 IN ALL EXPERIMENTS USE 
COPY PROGRAMS AND NOT THE 
ORIGINALS 


To conserve space/time I am not 
going to use <ENTER> after each 
command. I am going to presume 
you know to do this automatically. 


But before we start, perhaps 1 
should mention a few terms which 
are used in this talk. 


DEFAULT This is where the QL looks 
for what it is looking for if you 
don't specify a device! Oh! yes, I 
know that the word default is not 
necessarily a nice word in every 
day life, but in computer language 
the meaning is slightly changed. It 
is like retiring for the evening, 
you sort of stagger along the 
corridor for so many paces, turn 
right, and fall into bed. You 
DEFAULTED!.

That is what the QL does, it knows 
where to go to find something 
because IT WAS TOLD BEFOREIIAND. 
So now you know! 


DEVICE This can be almost anything, 
flp, mdv, ch (channel), ser (screen) 
con (screen again), ser (does not 
always require a number, but it 
sometimes does) 


COMMA The Comma may be used to 
save a keystroke and here is an 
example: "wcopy flpi_ to flp2 " may 
be expressed as "исору flpl  , 
flp2_". Please note the comma 
between flpi and flp2_, There are 
Many cases where this abbreviation 
may be used instead of " to ". 


We will start with some directory 
control functions which show where 
things can be found, and how to 
find what they are and how to 
change them. 


BARE BONES 128K QL With the 'bare 
bones' QL we find on power-up that 
mdvl spins for а few ` seconds. 
After all, we only have microdrives 
to work with. 


We will install TK2 in the ROM port 
at the back (You powered down to 
do this, didn't you?) and we know 
that there are lot of extra commands 
now available that were not there 
before. So type in EXTRAS and see 
what we get: about 120 commands on 
screen. Опе of those will be DLIST 
so we wil type in DLIST and we 
wil see on screen the directory 
defaults, and they are indeed: 

MDV2_ MDV1 X. SER 


The meanings of those defaults are: 
MDV2_ (default directory for data 
files) , 

MDV1_ default directory for exec- 
utable programs) 

SCR (default destination) 


INSTALL CUMANA Next we decide to 
install DISK drives, so we need an 
interface. The first one I came 
across was Cumana. This fits into 
the expansion port at the left of the 
QL, and we do that now, still 
leaving TK2 in the ROM port, ала 
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- operation. 


switch on again (I TOLD YOU TO 
SWITCH OFF FOR CHANGES!) 


DATAD$ If at this point we typed 
PROGD$ PRINT DATAD$, we would 
DESTD$ be told MDV1, If we tried 
PRINT PROD$ or PRINT DESTD$, we 
would be told mdv2_ or ser. This 
means three commands to learn the 
three defaults. Luckily there is an 
easier command to use which tells 
all at once. No, we do NOT have to 
type PRINT; just DLIST on its own. 


Just in case you don't know, DATAD 
is the device where the QL looks 
for the DATA it requires for 
PROGD is the device 
where the QL looks for the 
PROGRAM to be used. DESTD is the 
device where the output, or result 
of our work, is sent. It could be 
and is, in most cases, the SER port, 
but not necessarily so. 


We are able to change any one of 
the above to suit our requirements. 
And we will see how to do that 
further on. What we are doing just 
now is just looking to see where 
what is and how to find it. 


In this discourse, when I mention 
DEVICE, I also mean the broader 
version as I have just explained. 
You may designate a window or a 
channel or almost anything you 
wish. Really, there is almost no limit 
as to where you send your material. 
But you MUST try everything to 
find out all the ins and outs of the 
system. You will be surprised to 
see how versatile it really is. 


DLIST Type DLIST and find that we 
are still defaulting to: 
MDV2_ MDV1_ SER 


FLP EXT Type in the Cumana 
command FLP_EXT. This activates 
the 30 or so extra commands in 
Cumana, if we then type in DLIST, 
we now find defaults of: 

FLP1_ FLP1 SER 


So it is not TK2 which has changed 
the defaults but Cumana, after all it 
IS a disk interface! 


Have you noticed something there? 
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Cumana on installation defaults to 
MDV, but after the extra commands 
have been activated by FLP. EXT the 
defaults are changed to FLP. Thus 
is answered the question someone 
asked ше. 


As a matter of interest, if we were 
to remove TK2 and leave Cumana by 
itself, we would find that Cumana 
had about 34 extra commands, and 
that in conjunction with TK2 the 
total commands available would be in 
the order of 124. So Cumana only 
adds a couple of commands to TK2. 
Conversely, Cumana is basically 
composed of TK2 commands. 


REMOVE CUMANA & INSTALL TRUMP 
CARD On power-up we find that 
ГІР1_ starts to spin, because that 
is where Trump Сага naturally 
defaults, but if we ask for DLIST 
we wil find the command ignored, 
because with Trump Card the TK2 
extra commands are not available 
until activated. So type in 
TK2, EXT, (different from the Cumana 
FLP. EXT) but has a similar result 
as it wil bring in al the extra 
commands in Trump Card. and TK2. 
Now there are in the region of 140 
'extras' Commands available. Try 
DLIST now and we are again given: 
FLP1_ FLP1_ SER 


The important thing about all this is 
that TK2 defaults to FLP1 at all 
tines unless otherwise designated. 
Say we want the directory of flpl, 
we would normally type DIR 
FLPi, CENTER? but now all ме 
require is: DIR <ENTER>. There are 
many other TK2 shortcuts available. 


CHANGE DEFAULTS To change 
defaults we could use the commands: 
DATA, USE device (where device is 
new default device required) 
PROG_USE device (w-d-i-n-d-d-r) 
DEST_USE device (w-d-i-n-d-d-r) 


Any NEW defaults would remain until 
changed to another default, a reset 
or power was turned off. 


DLIST in this case would show the 
new defaults. 


While we are on this thing about 
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defaults: We know that TK2 defaults 
to FLP1,, and that the DESTINATION 
default is ser, so turn your printer 
is on and let's see what happens if 
we type in WCOPY <ENTER>. No 
more, just that. Answer "Y" to the 
first question (selection) and your 
flpl, wil run as also wil your 
printer, and you will have a print 
out of the "LISTING of your 
selection. Try it. I will have more 
to say on WCOPY later. 

(Note: Be careful about the kind of 
program you choose. Best it be 
SuperBASIC or an ASCII file. Other- 
wise, some of the embedded codes 
or machine code sent in raw fashion 
to the printer can cause it to have 
the screaming meemies! Ed) 


WSTAT These two commands are 
STAT very similar. The first, 
WSTAT, provides statistics about all 
the files on а specified device, 
including date entered on or copied 
to copied to that device. Note that 
in this case the information is sent 
to the screen! If you wish output 
to the printer, ' use "WSTAT \$ЕК" 


STAT gives the status of the disk 
ONLY, in number of sectors. Please 
remember to specify device if not 
FLP1, With’ STAT you have the 
status of the device without waiting 
for a lot of files to flash past, and 
pounding away at CTRL+F5 when the 
scroll wants ‘to keep going. (The 
'W' means wild card selection.) 


DIR Once TK2 has been activated, all 
commands are directed to FLP1_, so 
there is no need to type in FLP1_, 
When а directory (of flipi) is 
wanted, just type DIR <ЕХТЕВ› to 
get the directory of Прі, 


Of course if it is any other device 
you are addressing, then you must 
designate the device. 


When I write letters and save them 
to disk, I use the two initials of the 
person 1 am writing to, so that my 
letters to Géorge Bernard would all 
look something like this GB052191 
which means George Bernard May 
21st 1991. АЦ those letter titles 
would be jumbled up on the disk, 
and to sort them out is so easy 


Septemher /Octoher 1999 


with TK2: just type DIR FLP2_GB, 
and a couple of seconds later all 
files on that disk starting with GB 
are on screcn. 


To take this one step further, 
DIR will isolate documents ending in 
-DOC, if that is your desire, or 
_DBF or _T87. You will note I use 
the full extension of  underscore 
plus letters. This is to call 
emphasis to the correct manner of 
use ín this case. Let's say you 
wanted to isolate the . DOC files. 
The command would be DIR 
FLP2 DOC. Please note that there 
are two underscores іп that 
command. Look close and try this 
out for yourself. 


The reason for this is that when 
QDOS adds the label to the title it 
also adds the underscore, so it is 
essential to add the underscore to 
the command. 


DIR \SER Неге is another dandy. If 
you wish to get a printout of the 
directory, try this: DIR MSER This 
sends the FLP1, directory to SER. 


If you play with this a while, you 
wil find many strange things going 
on, and please don't ask me what as 
I am just playing with it myself! 


EXTRAS \SER wil output to the 
printer all the EXTRA commands 
available. Yes, I know it is in one 
long list, but at least you can see 
what you really have available. 


WDEL is the same as DELETE except 
you are given the selection A/Y/N/Q 
meaning All Yes No Quit. This AYNQ 
is available for all the files on the 
disk. You may blanket All at once, 
or you may progress through the 
directory selectively. 


The same applies to WCOPY and 
WREN. 


VIEW This is very handy if you 
wish to have a quick look at a file 
without loading it. VIEW title or 
VIEW device title, will put on screen 
most files, including machine code 
files. When using this, you will 
find that the file is placed on the 
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Screen in one continuous stream of 
words/characters. Long lines are 
truncated at the edge of the screen, 
So don't expect to sce on the screen 
exactly how it would appear on 
paper. But everything is there on 
display nevertheless. 


WREN The time may come when you 
wish tc consolidate a number of 
disks into one to save space and 
still know which file came from 
where. In some cases you may wish 
to rename the original title of the 
files. This is a simple operation. 


To rename a number of files with a 
prefix of ABC, the command would 
be: “WREN FLP2_,FLP2_ABC_" Watch 
that last underscore. Also watch 
for that comma between the FLP2_ 
and FLP2 ; very important. (In this 
case the COMMA is interpreted as 
meaning 'TO'. If we type "wren 
flp2. to flp2 ABC, ^, the effect would 
be exactly the same.) The file 
mentioned a while back, СВ052191, 
would become ABC, GB052191. 


If you wisned to return to the 
original titles, the command would 
be: "WREN FLP2 ABC, ,FLP2 " (watch 
the comma after the second under- 
score) and the file ABC  GBO052191 
would now be back to GB052191. All 
other files with ABC would be 
changed accordingly. 


If you wish to call the JACK file the 
JOHN file, this is also possible: 
“RENAME  FLP1 JACK, FLP1 JOHN". 
Job done. 


WCOPY The same applies to WCOPY, 
you can copy from one disk to 
another very quickly, adding the 
ABC, as above at the same time, if 
you wish. (Don't forget the under- 
score!) It :s also easy to copy 
SELECTED FILES to be transferred 
to another disk. To copy all files 
you could answer 'A' at the prompt; 
to copy selected files you would 
answer 'Y' or 'N' at the prompts. 


To speed up the experiments, you 
could do this in RAM and see the 
results very quickly, saving wear 
and tear on disks and drives. 
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ALTKEY Someone mentioned to me 
the other day that he never could 
get the ALTKEY to work for him. 
The problem was that he was not 
using the " " quotes when trying to 
set up the Altkey codes. Say you 
wanted to put DIR FLP2_ onto 
Altkey D. The way to do it is to 
type in: ALTKEY "D","DIR FLP2_" 


Then every time you pressed the 
ALT + D you would get a directory 
of fip2 . 


I should mention here that ALTKEY 
is case dependant, so that you 
could have "ALTKEY D" and also 
"ALTKEY d". To cancel this command 
you would type in ALTKEY. It also 
cancels all other ALTKEYs in use at 
that time, so be cautious. ALTKEY 
otherwise remains till a power off or 
reset із performed ог it is 


redefined. It is easy to program а 


few of the most commonly used 
ALTKEYS into your BOOT program, 
thus making them available each 
time you load your program. 


I started out to mention a few 
things and in the course of reading 
the manual to make sure I had 
everything as it should be (I 
think), I found out a lot about TK2 
that I did not know before. 


So while you folks out there are 
trying those few ideas for 
yourselves, I am off to other things. 
There is a lot more good stuff in 
the TK2 manual, but it is not the 
easiest thing to read. However, I 
would like to urge you to take 
another look at it, just for fun. 


Sometimes I think we rely too much 
on someone else telling us How 
{о....... Goodness knows there are 
enough How To... books on the 
market. We should be finding out 
more for our own selves. This way 
we would learn the hard way, which 
is also the best way to remember 
not to step in a puddle, (you get 
your feet wet.) Your mother told 
you not to do it and the first thing 
you did was go out and try it. 
What happened? You got your feet 
wet! And Boy! wasn't that а 
wonderful feeling? Getting your 
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feet wet 1 mean, not in learning 
your mother was right. So go 
ahead, try some of that TK2 stuff... 
Get your feet wet! llave fun. 


If you stil need some help with 
TK2, you can try asking me, but 
don't expect too much as I am just 
starting to get my own feet wet. 


If I am in error on any point, 
please drop me a line and tell me 
where I am wrong, I just love being 
corrected, (yeah?) this way 1 learn 
more. 
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
